Firſt of ali 
therefoze, we will declare, who was this Pꝛo⸗ 
phet Jonas: Then what, and how great autho⸗ 
ritic his pꝛopheſie hath ; Ind laſt of all, we wil 
ſhewe the argument, and what the ſumme of the 
doctrine contayned in this booke, is. 

-.. . Firſt, there are many, which thinke, and 
iudge the pꝛophete Jonas to be the ſonne of the 


widowe of Sarepta, which receyued and fedde 


Elias in the time of famine: but their iudgement 
is neyther likely noz pꝛobable. Fox, of this Pꝛo⸗ 


phet Jonas, we haue mention made in the four= 


tenth Chapter of the fourth booke of Ringes, 
how that Jcroboarn king of Jſrael,rccdificd his 
decayed Kingdoine, accozdinge to the woꝛde of 
the Loꝛd which he ſpake by the pꝛophet Jonas. 
the ſonne of A1mithap, which was of Gathhe- 
pher. By the which it appeareth, that hee made 
not only the ſermon contapned in this booke, but 
many other notable and famous lermons, which 
arc not-wzitte. Foz he pꝛeſerued by his ſermons, 
two of the molt excellent kingdomes that were. 
<Excellent was the kingdome of Jſracil ; but in 
the time of Jonas it was a decayed and ruinous 


kingdome, by impietie and inuaſion of enimies. 


Jonas therefoꝛe, being ſtirred vp by the holyc 
ghoſte, exhoꝛteth the people to repentaunce, and 
incourageth king Jeroboam valiauntipe to go⸗ 
uerne his common welth ; pꝛomiſing, that God 
will ſende a time of mercie, wherein he will re⸗ 
ſtoꝛe his kingdome. And lo in deede it came to

Famous alſo was the Citic of Mimuc, fox 
in it, was th: greateſt Monarchie of the whole 
Wolde. Wut the Loꝛde had determined to de⸗ 
ſtrope the C itie ot Miniue, from the face of the 
carth. yet notwithſtanding, Jonas ſaued the ſame 
by his ſermon. wherekoꝛe, ſecing Jonas by hys 
ſermons ſaued ſuch two excellent kmgdomes , he 
is not to bee counted among the common fozt of 
men, but euen among the chiefeſt Pꝛophetes that 
haue beene, eyther befoꝛe his time, oꝛ ſince. 

Second, we muſt conſider the certaintpe, 
ond aucthoꝛitie of this booke . The Church as 
yet, neuer reiccted 02 refuled this booke: but haue 
accounted the ſame among thoſe, which wee call 
Canonicall bookes of holpe ſcripture, and which 
haue Eccleſiaſticall, and heauenlye teſtimomes.

liuered. This miracle, to certaine woꝛldiy wiſe 
men, and conteimers of the wozde of God, ſee⸗ 
meth ridiculous, and like vnto olde wpues tales. 

And amongſt all others, ſcoffing Lucian be- 
ing ſtirred vp of Sathan the Deuill, the father of 
lycs,to obſcure,diſcredit,and deride this mixacic, 
hath wzitten a booke intituled, De veris narra- 

| tionibus, 
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tionibus, that is, a booke of true narrations : in 
the which, hee maketh mention of certame inen, 
| which being in a ſhip, were ſwallowed vp ſhippe 
and all, of a whale, in the which whale (ſayth he) 
there were Mountaynes, woods, and Cities, to 


the which the men arriued with their ſhippe, and 
had great delectation there. This fonde fable ſee- 


meth to bee inuented by Lucian, to deride the 
Chziſtians, which belecue the ſtoꝛie of Jonas to 
be true. But this and many other ſuch are deui⸗ 
ſed by the Deuill and his mmiſters, to deride, and 


deface, true, and godly my2acics. 


But let vs vnderſtand, that this myꝛacle was 
done in deede, and that it hath heauenly teſtuno⸗ 
nies to pꝛoue and ratifie the ſame, as we haue al⸗ 


readie declared. God which created heauen, and 


earth of nothing, and which rayſed, and Will rayſe 
the dead to life, could alſo for a time, ſaue and Pace 
ſerue Jonas in the whales belly.

| boyſferons tempeſtes. Foz at this pꝛeſent 
he afflicteth vs with warre, with penurie, 
with peffilence, with ciuill contention, and 
greater plagues no doubt than theſe hang 
| oucrour heades, and are at hande. And 
what doe we to auopde, oꝛ eſchew this iuſt 
bengcance of God: Surelp, accoꝛding to 
{ our accuſtomed and naturall wont, wee 


followe our owne deuices, we tru vnto 
them, we make fleſhe our arme. Agaynſt 
the foꝛreyne enimie, we foꝛtiſie and arme 
our ſelues. But what doth that pzofite vs 
againſt the wꝛath ol God? To auopde the 


plague oꝛ peſtilence(ſo called) we toke pꝛe⸗ 


par atiues, ꝭ diuers medicines, but what 
can they pꝛeuaple agaynſt the wꝛath of 
God - (Pet notwithſfanding, J ſap not 
that the vſe of ſuch oꝛdinarie meanes are 
to be foꝛſaken.) But if we will pꝛeuayle, 
and haue god ſucceſſe , we muſt cloth our 
clues with repentaunce, wee muſk exer⸗ 
ciſe our ſelues with obedience , and wee 
muſt arme our ſelues with fapth, Cod 
commaundeth the Pagiſtrate to puniſhe 
100 fault, and oftence ofthe common =

ple, euen as he required the Pariners te 
caſt 10 NWA s into the ſea. Except theres 
foꝛe, this commaundement be obeped in 
puniſhing the enimies of God (J meanc 
the Papiſtes) the blaſphemer, the dꝛun⸗ 


karde, the foꝛnicatoꝛ, the vſurer, and ſuch 
- pke, the wꝛath, and puniſhment of God 


cannot haue an ende. The wꝛath of God 
fell vpon the childꝛen of Iſraell fo: whoze- 
dome: but after that Phinees began to pu⸗ 
niſhe the ſame, the wꝛath of God was ap⸗ 
peaſed. The lyke example we haue of 
Achan, and ſuch like. 

But we muſt take an enſample of thefe 


Pariners, and conſider with howe great

thou ſhalt not kill. This la we is natural, 
pertapning gencrally to all men. Nu here⸗ 
ppon befoꝛe the loud, when as Magiſtra- 
tes were not oꝛdepned, it was not lawfull 
foꝛ any man, though he were a murtherer 
to be put to death. Caine, and (as ſome 


thinke) Lamech, were murtherers, pet 
they were not put to death. 

But after the floud the office of a Bagt- 
ſtrate was oꝛdeyned, to the which: God 
gaue power and authoꝛitie to put male⸗ 
faaozs to death, accoꝛding to lawe. All 
Magiſtrates therefoꝛe, ought to execute 
their office with the feare of god, leaſt they 


puniſhe the innocent fo: the offender.

that the Pꝛophete was caſte of the Mari⸗ 
ners into the ſea, and recepued of the

ptouſlye he doth expounde and dilate thys 
thing. Thou haſt caſt me not ſiniply in the 
ſca, but in the derpe of the ſea, in the hart 
ok the ſea, in the middeſt of the ſea, that the 
water might compaſſe me about on euer 
ſide, pea, that all thy waues and rowles of 
water might go ouer me. Foꝛ J did not 
only ſwimme vpon the ſuperũciall part of 
the ſea, but alſo when J was recepued in⸗ 
tothe Whales bellie, the waters did (6 
compaſſe me, that they entred enen info 
my ſoule, that is, J was euen ready to ber 
choked. Fo2 4 was in the deepe of the ſea, 
and when the hcade ofthe Mhale, in the 
which J laye, was wꝛapped about with 
wedes and ſedge, J ſeemed alſo to be tan- 
led and tyed tn the ſame, inſomuch that 
I looked fo: no waye to eſcape, Nepther 
was J caried ſimplye by the ſea ſhoze, but 
ofnecceſſitte J was conſtrepned to beare 
the Mhale companie encn to the ſterpe 
and deepe vballepes of the mountapnes — 
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An Expoſition 
the ſea, where J thought my ſelfe to ber 
barred in fo2 euer. To be ſhozt, bicauſe 3 
was in the Whales bellie, J was ſo ſub⸗ 
tect to the ſea, that J had no hope to be de⸗ 
liuered. In ſo great therefoꝛe, and hoꝛrible 
daunger , J was ſo affcaed and perſwa- 
ded, that J thought my lelfe as touching 
my coꝛpoꝛall health and lyfe, to be reieced 
and caſt out of Gods fanour, foꝛ I neuer 
looked to eſcape alpue out of the Whales 
bellie, and to ſe and viſite the holy temple 
. at Hieruſalem,t to be connerſant among 
men agapne. Thus we haue the Paras 
phꝛaſticall expoſition of theſe verſes, in the 
which the Pꝛophete ſheweth the daunger 
that he was in, and the affection of his 
minde, And now let vs ſe what thinges 
ought ſpeciallp in theſe wozdes to be con ⸗ 
_ fideredandobſeruey! 
Fierſt o all the Pꝛophete ſpeaketh vnto 
God, and affirmeth that he was cal by 
him into the ſea. But it is manifeſt that 


5 the ariners caſt him into the ſea. And 


pct notwithſtanding we le that x ox 4 s 
pꝛetermitting the Mariners ſapth vnto 


God ä haddeſf call me downe, N - 
ther

ther doth he 1 rowles and waues of 
the ſea, but he ſapth, thy waues, and thy 
rowles went ouer mee. By the which 
woꝛdes the Pꝛophete teacheth vs, that in 
fducrlitie t trouble, we ought not to haue 
reſpec to the inſtrumentall cauſes of ad⸗ 
uerſitie, but rather to loke t haue regarde 
vnto God the authoꝛ of the ſame, Foz we 
are ſo coꝛrupt and affected by nature, that 
we attribute, and referre the cauſes ot our 
afflictions, epther to men, oꝛ to Sathan. 
And as it is commonly ſapd of the Beare, 
that when ſhee is hurt, ſhe reuengeth hir 
ſelfe on that which is next vnto hir: euen 
ſo man being offended, inuepeth agapnſt 
the next oꝛ ſeconde cauſe, by which hee ſee⸗ 
meth ta be offended and hurte. But if 
wer conſider well, wer ſhall finde it our 
parts in all aduerſitie and trouble, to lifte 
vp our epes vnto heauen to God the Fa- 
ther, the true and firſt cauſe of aduerſitie, 
and the authoꝛ thereof. Foz neyther Sa- 
than noꝛ man, noꝛ anp other creature can 
hurt vs,no thep can not mone one heare of 
our heade, vnleſſe befoꝛe, power be giuen'x 
graunted of God from abone, One hears

The which thing, when god and godlye 

men conſidered, they turned not them⸗ 

ſelues to contumelious ſapinges, to blaſ⸗ 

phemous othes, to execrable and bitter 

curſinges, in aduerſitte and affliction, as 

though men oꝛ anpe other creatures, had 

bene the authoꝛs of the ſame : But they 

rather turned themſelues by godly obedi⸗

Ih rowe falleth not to the grounde. So lobe 

ſapde: The Lozd giueth and the 1

34- 
keth awaye, when the Chaldees toke a⸗ 
wape his ſheepe and oxen, when the fire 
burned his co:ne, and when the winde o⸗ 
uerthꝛewe the houſe in the which his 
ſonnes and daughters were banquetting. 

So Daniell ſapeth, that the Loꝛde caſt 


the Jewes out of leruſalem into all caps 


landes, when as notwithſtandinge the 
Babilonians did it. So ro N as in this 
place affirmeth that the L oꝛde caſt him in⸗ 
to the ſea, when (as it appeareth by the 
text) the Pariners did it. But we com⸗ 
monly in aduerſitie ſay: The Lozd gaue, 
and the theeues haue taken ; The Koꝛde 
gaue, and the fire conſumed: The Lozde 
gaue, and the ſea hath dꝛowned: contrary 
to the examples of 1ob, Daniell, and 1 o- 
N A 5, who had not cauſe vnto the inſtru⸗ 
mentall cauſe, but vnto þ pꝛincipall cauſe, 

Let vs learne therfo:e oa this example, 
in all our trouble, to lyft vp our epes vn⸗ 
to the Loꝛde God of heauen onelp, and to 
impute the cauſe of all our trouble vnto 


God, may concepue pacience, and be ffir- 


red vp to repentaunce and inuocation —

dhe which we mape obtepne the true ſal- 
uation, the which we cannot obtepne, it 
we referre the cauſe of our aduerſitie to 
creatures (which are but the inſtrumen⸗ 
tall cauſe) and ſo fall to banning and cur⸗ 
ſing them. 

Secondly, we ſce, that ro NA s being 
in the Nu hals bellie , trembled wpth 
great ho: roꝛ and fcare of death. When 
the waters (ſapth he) compalled me, euen 
to the ver p ſoule. Whereby he declareth 
that with a fearefull minde, he loked eue- 
ry moment foꝛ pꝛeſent death. 

The Legendes of Saynctes doe declare 
vnto vs, that they ſuffered death, voyde 
almoſt o? all papne, and that they went to 
their death with no leſſe courage and iope, 
than if a Papde ſhoulde pꝛepare hir ſelfc 
to the daunce. And trulpe by the godnelle 
of God we haue ſ&ne by experience, that 
one man hath gone to his death with a 
moꝛe ſtoute and valtaunt minde than ano⸗ 
ther. Foꝛ we map not thinke that they arc 
in happye ſtate which are withdzawne by 
great feare of death, foꝛ God doth often- 
times exerciſe his Saints with this 1

35 
that they mape haue a perfite fœling and 
vnderſtandinge of the imbecilitie and 
weakeneſſe of their fleſh, and map be ſtir- 


red vp thereby to be the moꝛe feruent in

moꝛe holpe, and moꝛe mightie than the 
ſonne of God And pet notwithikanding, 
when he ſhould ſuffer death he was vered 
with ſo great feare that he trembled, and 
bled a bloudie ſweate. What ſhall we ſaye 
then! Did he not knowe that by this death 
Ihe ſhoulde redeme mankinde, and enter 
into the gloꝛie of his father 2 es vndoub⸗ 
tedlp he knew it. Vd hat did he feare then? 
He feared to declare himſelfe to be a per⸗ 
fiteman, and by thts feare, to ſatiſfie foꝛ 
Iman, and to haue the victoꝛp ouer the feare.

pet notwithſtanding, when her thought 
vpon the deceytes, and crueltie ot his ent- 
mies, he ſapde: Fearefulneſſe, and trem⸗ 
bling are come vpon me: and an hozrible 
dꝛead of death hath ouerwhelmed me. By 
the which he was made ſo timerous, and 
ſo fearefull, that he ſapde : O that J had 
winges like a Done, fo2 then would J file 
awap., and be at reſt. What was therfoꝛe 

done to ſo valtant a Moꝛthie, that ſo chil, 
diſhly he ſhould feare death! This feare 
of it ſelfe is not impietie, but it is partly a 

puniſhment of impletie , oz tf man had 
not ſinned, he had not bene ſubiea to the 
fcare ot death. This part therefoze of pu⸗ 
niſhement , is left euen in the moſt holye 
men: firſt, that they mape acknowledge 
their naturall impietie, by the which they 
haue deſerued euerlaſting puniſhment , i 
God foꝛ Chꝛiſts ſake had not foꝛgiuen the 


ſame, Furthermoze, that thep mape be 


ſtyꝛred to the moꝛe ardencie of pꝛaper and 


ſo excellent a Pꝛophete, that by his pꝛea 
ching he reſtoꝛed the decayed kingdome 


Iſracll (as it is waitten in the rity, Chap 
tet 


faith, So ro N As àlſo, although he werr th 


vpon the.y.Chapter. 36 
ter ofthe fourth boke of kings.) Pet not⸗ Reg. 14 
withſtanding, he is nowe compaſled about 
with ſo great feare of death, that in dying. 
be is moꝛe cowardly and effeminate, than 
anp common oꝛ raſcall Souldiour. But 
God would exerciſe him in this feare, that 
he might know his owne eſtate, and ſo be 
ſtirred the moꝛe earng@lp to pꝛap. 

W herefoꝛe, let vs not feare our ſaluati⸗ 
on in the perill of death, but rather let vs 
haue a ſure truſt , haninge reſpec vnto 
Chill the ſonne of God, who hauing ſuf- 
fered the feare of death, hath deliuered vs 
from the malediction of this feare, that al- 
though we be w2apped and tangled in the 
ſame : et notwithſtanding , we ſhall not

Thirdlp, o x As is not onely vercd 
with grieuous feare of death, but alſo dil ⸗

What is the cauſe therefoze, that the 
Pꝛophete diſpapꝛeth of his lpfe 2 where is 
his fayth? Coulde he beleene that GOD | 
would ſaue his ſoule, and not beleene alſo,

Can not God rapſe vp men from death to 
Iyfe:how could he not than pꝛeſerue thoſe | 
in lpfe which are pet lining - Did he not 
ſaue the I ſraclitesM the redde lea: howe | 


khan coulde he not ſane oN A Ss in the 


Whales bellp⸗ Theſe and ſuch like might 
be obieded to the pꝛophet diſpapꝛing of his 
coꝛpoꝛal life in the Mhales belly. But the 
pꝛophet by this deſperation ſheweth foꝛth 
no part of wicked incredulitie, oꝛ diſtruſt, 
no moꝛe than Paule did, when he ſayde, 
we were griened ont of meaſure paſſing 


*  D£rength,fogreatly that we diſpatred euen 


of lyfe. Alſo we receyued an aunſwere of 
death in our ſclues. Foz there is two ma/ 
ner of deliuerance oꝛ ſaluation from death, 
The one is coꝛpoꝛall, the other is ſpiritual, 
And euer pe one truelp which beleucth in 
Chꝛiſt, hath the certaine pꝛomiſe of the 
ſpirituall and heanenly ſaluation, and de- 
liueraunce krom death, Fo2 Chzilk bath o

uercome death, and ſapth: Euerpe one 

which beeleueth in me, ſhall not die foꝛ e⸗ John. . & 6 
ner.

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Now it foloweth in the other verſes, 

what the Pꝛophete did in ſo great feare ol 
death, and deſperation of life, 


But thou, O Lorde my God, haſt The Text. 

brought vp my life againe out of 
corruption, when my ſoule fain- 
ted within me, I thought vppon 
the Lorde : and my prayer came 
in vnto thee, euen into thy holye 
temple. They that liold of vaine 
vanities will forſake his mercye. 
But I will doe thee ſacrifice, with 
the voyce of thankesgiuing, and 
will paye that which I haue vow- 
ed: for why? ſaluation commeth 
of the Lord. And the Lord ſpake 
vnto the fiſhe, and it caſt out 1 o- 
N As againe vpon the drie lande. 


Toe Pꝛophete hath rehearſed the trou⸗ 
bles t afflictions,yea,the flames of hell 
fire with the which he was toꝛmented in 
the Whales bellie. owe followeth the o⸗ 
ther part ofthe Canticle oꝛ Pſalme, in the 
which the Pꝛophet ſheweth what he did to 
F. liui. obtepne 
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obtepne delpuerance from ſuch narrowe 
ſtrayts, and to flake the tozmenting heate 
and rage of hell fire . Although (ſapth hee) 
A went downe to the bottome of the hilles, 
and was barred in with earth: pet not- 
withſtandinge, thou, O Lo2de God haſt 
b:ought mp lyfe againe out of coꝛruption. 
But haſt thou deliucred mee, J doing no- 
thing, oꝛ rather diſpairing 2 No truly : 4 
was not pdle in the Whales bellpe, but 
when mp ſoule was troubled within me, 
J rememozed ther, O Loꝛd, that my pꝛap⸗ 
er might come to thy holy temple. 

We ſee here, that the Pꝛophet in his er- 
treeme neceſſitie had no other reſpec and 
regarde than to the Loꝛde himſelfe , to 
whome he came by earneſt and fapthfull 
inuocation and p:aper.Uhereas manp of 
vs being ſet in affliction and trouble, make 
haſte to impacience, to curſſing , + to blaſ⸗ 
pheming p name of god. But by this way 
we obtaine not deliuerance, but our afflic- 
tion + mileric is the moꝛe increaſed, Foz if 
we court to be pꝛeſerued and delinered in 
 aducrlity and trouble we muſk make haſt 


to pꝛap bnto the Loꝛde. Foz inuocation is 


the 
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the wape by the which we parchaſe vnto 
vs true deliuerance. Euer one, ſayth the 
Pꝛophet loell, which inuocateth, oꝛ calleth oel. 2. 
vpon the name of the Lo2d, ſhall be ſaued. 
The which ſaping, being once vttered by 
the Pzophet Loell, is alſo repeated by Pe- AZes... 
ter and Paule: and ther foꝛe wozthp to be Rom. ro, 
noted. There is nothing that ſemeth moꝛe 
eaſie than to call vppon the name of the 
Loꝛd. Foꝛ what woꝛke can be moꝛe lleight 
and eaſie than the tongue to ſpeake, and 
ſape: Dur father which art in heauen. dc. 
Yea, the childꝛen and Inkantes can vtter 
theſe woꝛdes. But childiſhe inuocation is 
one, and true and earneſt inuocation is a⸗ 
nother. The one is moſt eaſie, the other is 
moſt harde. Jremember a certaine Fa- 
ther, ſapde: there is nothing moꝛe harde 
than to p:aye and inuocate the name of 
God. Fo2 it is an eaſie matter to recite the 
woꝛds of pꝛaper. But to pꝛay and call tru⸗ 
ly vpon the name of God is a great woꝛke 
and paineful labour. oꝛ no man can call 
truly vpon God, except he bee firſt of all 
in the fauour of Cod, and reconciled vnto 


him. Foꝛ how ſhouldeſt thou call vppon o2 
pꝛape 
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pꝛaye vnto him, — — thou hateſf and 
knoweff to be thine enimie, oꝛ thou canſt 
not be in Gods fauour and retonciled vn⸗ 
to him, vnlefſe thou repent the trulpe 'of 
thy ſinnes. And in repenting aright, we 
mulk firſt acknowledge our ſinnes and 
wickedneſſe, and auopde them. Then we 
muſt belene that our ſinnes are put away 
by Chꝛiſt and foꝛgiuen, by the which faith 
there followeth a true obedience towards 
God in enery calling. Here let vs conſider 


how harde a thing it is, to call vppon God 


aright in aduerſitie. Foz no man calleth 


him of his ſinnes, flieth the ſame, and be⸗ 
lencth firmely that he hath kree remiſlion 
in Chꝛiſt, and then giueth himſelke wholp 
to the obedience of god. But what ſermeth 
moꝛe difficult vnto mẽ, than to hate ſinne, 


rightcouſneſſe, Let no man therfoze think 
that he is called to an eaſie oꝛ light wozke, 
when he's called to inuocation of God 
and pꝛaper. Theſe things are ſet betoꝛe vs 
not that we ſhoulde be terrified, oz diſcou⸗ 
raged from innocation, but that we "_

toflie the ſame, and to follow the woꝛks of = 
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be ſfirred to carne, true, and keruent 
pꝛaper. 

Dur P2ophet ro as is ſet here fo2 
an Amide vnto vs. Fo he is caſt into 
the fea fo2 his ſinne, bicauſe he fled from 
the pꝛeſence of the Loꝛde, and obeyed not 
his calling, He ſawe therfoze in the bellye 
of the Mhale the wꝛath of God to follow 
his diſobedience. What doth he therefoze? * 
Me beginneth to crie vnto the Loꝛde, and 
to call vpon God. But God ts angrpe. He 
is there ſoꝛe conſtrapned firit of all, to ac⸗ 
knowledge hys ſinne, and to attribute 
vnto God the gloꝛpe of righteouſneſſe, 
namely, bicauſe God iuſtly puniſhed him 
with ſo great and datmgerous perils: nei⸗ 
ther had he done vniuſtly if he had ſuffered. 
him to haue periſhed euerlaſtinglye. Ha⸗ 
uing acknowledged his ſinne, he beleeued . 
certainelp that by the pꝛomiſed ſerde of A⸗ 
braham (which was Jeſus Chꝛiſt) hee 
ſhoulde haue fre remiſſion and pardon fo2 
the ſame, Then in hart he pꝛomiled obedi- 
ence vnto God, that he would euer after⸗

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But how did oN As behane himlelfs 
towardes God fo2 the wonderfull benifite 
of his delfnerance 2 Surelp he offered vn⸗ 
to God the acceptable ſacrifice of thankes 
giuing, as appeareth by the texte: J will 
doe vnto thee, ſacrifice, with the vopce of 
thankeſgiuing.

By the which woꝛds the Pꝛo⸗ 
phete maketh a difference betwerne the 
thankfulneſſe ofthe godly , and the than⸗ 
keſgininge of the wicked. The wicked, 
when thep recepne anpe benifite at the 


handes ok God, they referre it to their J- 


dolles, and to their hypocriticall wozthip- 
pings, and ſeruice. The Ethnicke oꝛ hea⸗ 
then being deliuered from a Feuer, oꝛ amy 
other diſeaſe,runneth ſtraight wap to lu 
piter, and fo2 his health offereth to him 
the offring and ſacrifice of thankeſgtuing. 
The hypocrite being deliuered from the 
patne ot toth ache, goeth to aint Appo- 
line, to whome foꝛ the eaſe recepued, he 
offereth the ſacrifice of thankelgiuinge. 
The Ponke being delinered from the pe- 
rill of waters, maketh haſfe to S. Fraun 


cis. 
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cis, 02 to his Maſſe ae he peeldeth the 
ſacriſice ot thankeſgiuing. But what ſaith | 
the Pꝛophete here of ſuch, They that holde 
of vaine things (ſapth he) will foꝛſake the 
mercy of the Loꝛde. That is, they which 
followe vayne Jdolles, and hppocriticall 
woꝛſhippinges in offering thankes vnto 
God, theſe foꝛſake the mercy of the Loꝛde, 
which he beſfowed vpon them, and make 
themſelues vnwozthie of the lame. 
But J (ſapth the Pꝛophete) will doe 
to thee ſacriſice, with the voyce of thankel⸗ 
giuing, and will . e. that which 3 
haue vowed, ſoꝛ why; ſaluation commeth 
ofthe Loꝛde. That is, J in offering the 
ſacrifice of pꝛayſe and thankeſgiuing will 
not do as the wicked and hypocrytes doe, 
which woꝛſhip Cod with abhominable J- 
dols, with vaine woꝛſhippings, and fained 


true God, and ſauiour, the voyce of pꝛaiſe: 
yea,J will pꝛayſe thy name fo2 euer, and 
will ſet foꝛth the gloꝛie of the ſame vnto 
all men, J will pꝛeach and pꝛoclayme thy 
clemencie , and mercie, ſo long as J line. 
And J will pay my vowes, that is, J will 
doe 


inuentions. But J will offer vnto ther my 
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doe thoſe thinges which J ought to doe. 3 
will not deuiſe and inuent fapned ſacrifi⸗ 
ces, as the hypocrites doe, but J will doe 
thoſe dueties which God requireth at my 
handes to be done. If it pleaſe God to ſend 
me againe vnto Niniue, J will not mur⸗ 
mure, but with heart and minde, J wyll 
ſerke the perfoꝛmance of his will, This ex⸗ 
ample therefoꝛe of the Pꝛophete x o x As 
is ſet fa2th vnto vs, to the ende we might 
learne to offer the true ſacrifice of than⸗ 
keſgiuing vnto Cod, fo2 thoſe benifites 
which we recepue at his handes, whether 
they pertayne to the bodie oz to theminde, 
that we map continually un in the fa⸗ 
nour of the Lo2de.

Nabaine, ſaying: vp, — 
Wo Nec: thee to Niniue that 
AAereat Citie, and preache 


vnto them the preaching

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that I bade thee. So 1oN As arole, 
and went to Niniue , at the Lordes 
commaundement. Niniue was a great 
Citie vnto God, namely, of three daies 
iorney. And 10N As went to, and en-

the Mhales bellp, that is, from extreme 
death and hell. Foz after that 10 N As 
had repented, and called vpon the name of 
the Loꝛde by true fapth, the Mhale was 
conſtrapned to caſt him out aliue, and to 
let him go free, Foz God being reconciled 
vnto vs, all creatures are conſtrapned to 
miniſter vnto vs, and to ſerue our necelli⸗ 
tie, and thoſe thinges alſo which befoze 
were hurtfull vnto vs , bzing then muche 
p2ofite and commoditie with them to oure 
great comfbzt and conſolation, 
Theretoꝛe nowe conſequently the mi- 
niſterie to the which r N As after hys 
deliueraunce was called by the mouth ol 
God, muſt be declared. Foz he is now ſent 
of God (as he was befoꝛe)to N iniue, to — 
| ende 
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ende he might pꝛeach there the deſtrugſon 
ofthe Citie. Up (ſapth he) and get thre to 
Niniue that great Citie. As concerning 
the greatneſle of the Citie of Niniue, it 
was befoze declared. And now the things 
which are to bee conſidered in this place, 
aretheſe, Firſf, 10 a s after his de⸗ 
liueraunce is not placed of God in a ſoff 
Fetherbed, but he is ſent to pꝛeache the 
woꝛde of God in Niniue, which was a 
woꝛke not onelp laboꝛious, but alſo daun⸗ 
gerous , Here therefoze wer are taught 
wher vnto we are called of God, and what 
we ought to doe, when we haue recepued 
anp bentfite at his hande, 

Fg we truly are ſo coꝛrupted by nature 
with ſinne, that after we haue receiued bes 
nifites, we are moze peruerſe, and diſobe⸗ 
dient vnto God, than we were befoze. And 
we ſee by experience, that they which haue 
tome from extreme beggery and penurp, 
to great riches and poſſeſſions , and from 
the dunghill to Nobilitie 4 haue beene then 
moze inſolent and vnthankefull then they 
were beloꝛe.

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and pietie. Fo: after 7 we are deliuered 


out of great perils and daungers, we muſk 


not be ydle, nepther muſt we then begin 


to diſpiſe God, but rather it is our duties 
to obey God, and his calling, and to ber 
thankefull foꝛ thoſe benifits that wee haue 
recepued at his handes. In the fift Chap- 
ter of Saint Iohn, our Sauiour Chailk 


 (apthto the man that was reſtoꝛed to hys 


helth. Behold, thou art now made whole, 
go, and ſinne no moꝛe, leaft ſome woꝛſe 
thing happen unto there. So roN As al 


ſo ſeemed to ſay within himſelfe: beholde, 


thou art now deliuered from the perill or 
death, and the goulfe of hell, ſee therefoꝛe, 
that thou be no moꝛe diſobedient, but obey 
the calling of God-leaſt a woꝛſe thing hap⸗ 
pen vnto thee, Euen ſo it is our partes to 
thinke alſo, after that we are deliuered ey⸗ 


ther from the perill of pouertie, from the 


perill of infirmitie , oꝛ from the perill of 
death. Beholde, thou haſt recepued an ex⸗ 
cellent keneſite at the handes of God, be 


not therfoꝛe vnthankefull, but ſerke by all 


meanes thou canſt to ſhewe a thankefull 
minde by doing thydutie , Foz God mol 
liberally 
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liberally beſfoweth his benifites, not that 
we ſhonlde be wozſe , but to the ende wee 
ſhoulo be better. But and it we abuſe the 
benifites of God, as riches to luxbrie, and 
to fulfill our pleaſure: wyne, to dꝛunken⸗ 
neſſe: and health, to diſhoneſtie and wic⸗ 
ked lyfe: then let vs loke foꝛ nothing elſe 
but to be depꝛiued, not oncly of theſe coꝛpo⸗ 
rall beniſits, but alſo ofhcanenly treaſure 
and fclicitie, and to periſh with euerlaſting 
paine and puniſhment; Wherefoze, let vs 
conſider, that after the benifits recepued, 
we are called to thankfulneſſe , and obedi⸗ 
ence, the which, if we perfourme we ſhall 
pꝛouoke the I oꝛde to beſtowe greater be⸗ 
nifites vpon vs. Furthermoꝛe, we muſk 
conſider in the example of 10 AS, hys 
ſinguler obedience.

What was the cauſe that 1o N As ts 
thus altered and chaunged, and that he is 
ſo wen and readie to 3 the wil 
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and commanndement 9 God 2 Surelpe, 
the affliction, perill , and trouble, was the 
cauſe, as hath bene alreadie at large des 
clared, We ſz therefoꝛe what ts the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall reaſon, why God doth oftentymes 
lap croſſes, and ſundzy affliatons vpon vs. 
Tox a s would not ſimplpe at the firſt o⸗ 
bey the woꝛde ol the Loꝛde, he is caſt ther⸗ 
foꝛe into the ſea, that ſeeing he would not 
by the worde, and in pꝛoſperitie, learne to 
obep, he might lear ne the ſame by croſſe in 
uduer ſitie. 

The lyke oftentimes happeneth vnto 
bs. Fo: God firſt of all calleth vs being 
linners, and diſobedient, to righteouſneſſe 
and obedience by the pꝛeachinge of his 
wozde when we are in pꝛoſperitie. But 
when we flie obedience, then he caſteth vs 
into the ſea of diuers afflictons; to the 
ende we might learne that, in adncrſitie 
and trouble, which we refuſed in pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritie and eaſe. So the Loꝛde God of our fa- 
thers ſent to the Citizens of Hieruſalem, 
that they ſhould foꝛſake their idolatrie, but

This is the ſermon which x: o x a s 
made in Niniue, being very bꝛiefe, and 
ſhoꝛt, if we haue reſpec to the number of 
the woꝛds, but if we conſider the ſentence, 
it is verp long, and containeth much mats 
ter.

Berebppon 
it came to paſſe, and was accuſtomed, that 
alwapyes from the beginning of the wozld 

the wo2d of God was pzeached in p chiefe 
Monarchies & Cities of the earth. Foz as 
oN As could not go from houſe to houſe 
generally thꝛoughout p Citie of Niniue, 
but ſtode in a conuenient place of p City, 
that the fame of his pꝛeaching might come 
to all men, euen ſo the woꝛd of the Lo2d is 
not wont to be caried to euerp toꝛner of e- 
uerp region, but it is reuealed t publiſhed 
in the ſpeciall and pꝛincipall kingdomes, 
that by them the fame thereof might be 
ſpꝛed abꝛode thꝛoughout the whole woꝛld, 
that no man might haue excuſe , So the 


woꝛde of the Loꝛde was pꝛeached in the 


time of Abraham, tn Canaan, & Egypt, 
which were in thoſe places and tymes the 
ſpetiall kingdomes So like wpſe in the 
Monarchie of Babylon, and Perſia, by 
Daniell. And ſo the worde of God was

pꝛeached in Rome bp d Apoſtles, Uher- 
foze they which lurke in wods and monn- 
taynes haue no excuſe, that the woꝛde of 
God is not bꝛought peculiarlye vntochem 
by the Pꝛophetes, and Apoſtles: but it is 
ſufficient that the woꝛd ol Cod is preached 
openly and fræly in publike places, wher⸗ 
by the fame mape be ſpꝛed into all places. 
But this is not ſpoken to the ende p Pari⸗ 
ſhes in little townes & vilages ſhoulde be 
neglected x abꝛogated. Foꝛ our aunceſfo:s 
appointed x oꝛdeined Pariſhes with their 
great coſt, and the inhabitants of vitlages 
to pay their tenthes, that they might haue 
Paſtoꝛs appointed vnto them. 
Wherfoze, they which care not to haue 
Paſto2s,02 Preachers, which might ſhew 
the woꝛde of the Loꝛde vnto them, but 
kepe the tenth and tribute, to themſelues. 


Theſe J ſap are open theues and ſpoilers 


ofthe Church of God. But they are re- 
hearſed and ſpoken, to the ende we maye 
knowe that no man in the whole carth, 
whereſoencr her dwelleth, might haue 


any excuſe ot᷑ his impietie, wickedneſle, o 


ignoꝛaunce, bicauſe that, although the

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woꝛde of God ber not pzeached in euerpe 
mountame and wode: pet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding it is pꝛeached in the ſpeciall places of 
the earth. It grieueth not the Perchaunt 
man to make a long and daungerous vop⸗ 
age from Englande to Spaine, to Gin- 
nie, to India. to fetche his merchaundiſe 
thence fo2 aduantage and gaine, and ſhall 
it grieue vs to ſ&ke fo2 the hearing ofthe 


woꝛd of God, that pꝛecious pearle & ie wel, 
bicauſe the place where it is pꝛeached, is 


farre diſtant from vs? God foꝛbid. Foz if 
that we be ſo ſlowe in ſeking foz that hea? 
uenly treaſure, the muck and dꝛoſſe of this 
woꝛld which is ſo diligetly ſought foꝛ, ſhal 


tondemne vs in the dap of iudgement. 


Furthermoze, wee mult alſo wey and 
note the maner of 1 o x a s pzeachinge, 


foꝛ the text ſapth : he cried, We muſt not 


. thinke here, that he cried out, oz raged 


with exclamation as mad men doe, oꝛ ſuch 
as be dꝛunke, but rather that he ſpake 
plainelp placing his woꝛdes without ob⸗ 
ſcuritie. Wherefozc, it is the dutie of all 
Paſtoꝛs and Pꝛeachers, after the example 
of oN As, to n and elchewe — 
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pon the. iij. Chapter. 4.7 
obſcuritie in their doctrine, which teacheth 
not euidently t plainly, the way of truth. 
Such were the Sophiſters, and others, in 
old time, which indeuoured themſelues al⸗ 
wapes to ſpeake obſcurelp, miſticallp, and 
darkely of religion. Such alſo are the Pa⸗ 
piſtes, and enimies of Gods truth, which 


publiſh and ſet foꝛth all their ceremonies 


and ſeruice in an unknowne tongue. 
M herfoꝛe, although they howle, chaunt, 
pipe, and bable much in the Latine tongue 
befoꝛe the common people in their chur⸗ 


ches: pet notwithſtanding they doe but 


whiſper, and talke to them that haue no 
eares. Thep doe but ſpeake in the apꝛe, as 
witneſleth Saint Paule. Foz if the trump 
giue an vncertaine ſounde, who ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
pare himlſclfe to the battaple 2 Enen ſo ye 
(ſapth the Apoſtle) ſpeaking with tongues, 


except pe ſpeake woꝛdes that haue ſignifi 


cation, howe ſhall it be vnderſtode what 
is ſpoken, Foꝛ ſo the ſimple and vnlear⸗ 
ned man, mape ſape, Amen, to him that 
curſeth, when he ſhoulde bleſſe . Mhere⸗ 
foꝛe, let cucrye man defire with Saint 
Paule, rather to ſpealie flue woꝛdes in the 
| congre-

congregation to the infozmation of other, 
than ten thouſand woꝛds with the tongue. 
Nowe let vs heare what the Pꝛophete 
pꝛeached. There are pet foꝛtie daps (ſapth 
he) and then ſhal N iniue be ouerthzowne, 
A ſhoꝛt ſermon trulye to be made in ſo 
great a citie:pet notwithſtanding ſo great 
in eſtea, that x o x a s thereby ſtode not 
onlp in perill ot his lpfe, but alſo in hazard 
of his god name and fame. Foz the king 
ofthe Niniuets, and his Citizens, might 
haue ſurmiſed by this ſermon, that oN As 
with foꝛreine enimies had pꝛiuilye conſpi⸗ 
red the deſtruction of the C itie, epther by 
fire in the night, oꝛ elſe by tumult, and ſo 
might haue accuſed him of ſedition, and 
deſtroped him. Further, if they had belce⸗ 
ned that it was the woꝛde of God which 
he pꝛeached (as they did in deede) and the 
ſame had not bene fulfilled , then myght 
they haue accuſed 1 o x a s to be a vapne 
and a lying Pꝛophet. Neuertheleſſe, the 
Pꝛophet ts not diſcouraged by theſe perils 
of his life and fame, but pꝛoceedeth in his 
calling with obedience , ſhewing that, to 


the Niniuets which he was „ 
of - 


ypon the. iij. hapter. 4.8 
of God to declare. By the which example 
we are admontHed, that in following our 
vocation and calling, we ſhoulde rather 
haue a conſideration of the wꝛath of God 
towardes diſobedicnce, than of perill and 
daunger which happen vnto vs by diſobe⸗ 
dience. Fo2 if God be angry with vs fox 
diſobedience , then we maye allure our 
(clues to ſuſter perill, in the which vnlelle 
we repent, we mape loke foꝛ nothing but 
cuerlaſting diffrucion, But if we obey ß 
calling of god, although molt daungerous 
perils + hozrible deſtruction lye befoze our

How then is the P20- 

phecie to be vnderſtode and cleered of a 

lye? Some diſſolue it after this ſoꝛt, affir- 

ming that there are two maner of Pꝛo⸗ 

ay — phecies, namely the pꝛophecie of Pzedeſt- 
phecies, nation, and the pꝛophecie of commination 
oꝛ th:eatning . The pꝛophecie of pzedeſſi- 

nation is that, which by no meanes maye 
be retracted : ſuch was the pꝛophecp of the 
Meſsias to come, and of the publiſhing of 
the Golpell thꝛoughout the whole wozlde, 
This is the pꝛophecie of pꝛedeſtination, 
that is, without any. certapne condition, 
which coulde not eyther by anye mans 
power, wiſedome, oꝛ wickedneſſe, be ſtay⸗ 


ed oꝛ fruſtrate. The pꝛophecie of commi⸗

vpon the. iij. Chapter. 4.9 
nation is, which thꝛeatneth only the euill 
of puniſhments to come, the which not- 
withſkanding map be ſtaped and pꝛeuen⸗ 
ted by the repentanceof the hearers :and 
(ach is this Pꝛophecie of the deſtruction of 
the N1nituers, And theſe things trulp are 
tightly ſpoken of the pꝛophecie of commi⸗ 
nation, if ſo be that they be rightly vnder⸗ 
ſtode, The which, that we map in dede, 


let vs vnder ſtande the difference betwene 


the lawe and the Pꝛophetes, that we map 
knowe which is the true ſenſe of the Pꝛo⸗ 
phecies, and thꝛeatnings, which pertapne 
to the lawe. Foz the lawe of God, doth 
manikłeſtly require the perfite fulfilling of 
the commaundements of God, and abſo⸗ 
lute righteouſneſſe alſo . And if anp man 
doe not fulfill the commaundementes of 
God perfitely, neyther doth perfozme abs 
ſolute righteouſneſſe, then doth the lawe 
curſe htm, and pꝛonounce him to be guil⸗ 
tie, as well of coꝛpoꝛall as of eternall dam⸗ 
nation. After the ſame maner alſo the pꝛo⸗ 
phectes of the law require righteouſneſſe,

But the Gol⸗ 
pell interpꝛeteth theſe Pzophecies, thꝛeat⸗ 
nings, and maledicions of Chꝛiſt, name- 
lp, that the pꝛophecies, and thꝛeatnings ot 
the lawe ſhall pꝛoceede and fall vppon im⸗ 
penitent perſons, but bicauſe Chꝛiſt hath 
ſatiſficd fo: ſinne, and hath reconciled vs 
bnto God the father, therefoze he which 
repenteth , and turneth by fayth vnto 
Chꝛiſt, is no moze ſubiec to the thzeate- 

nings and curſes ofthe lawe, 
\ Wherefozethis Pꝛophecie of 10 WAS 
allo ſaying : There are pet foztie dayes, 
and then Niniue ſhall be deſtroped, is to 
be onderſtode with this condicion: if pe 
doe not conuert, repent, and amende. 
Foz, that ſuch pꝛaphecies and thzeate- 
nings are ſo to be vnderſtode, many other 
places of Scripture doe teſtiſie.

Saint Paule ſayth. If we denie him, he 
remapneth fapthtull, he can not deny him 
ſelfe. And agapne he ſapth ; The giftes 


andcalling of God are ſuch, that it cannot 


repent him of them, that is, god repenteth 
him not of his pꝛomiſes. All theſe thinges 
teach, that the pꝛomiſes of the Golpell as 
concerning the redemption from euerla⸗ 


ſting death, are molt ſure , and irreuoca⸗ 


ble. But the pꝛomiſes and thꝛeatnings of 
thelawe mape be retracted, not from the 
impenitent, vppon whome they remapne 
moſt firme and immutable, but from the 
godlye and penitent, which turne them⸗ 


deny himſelfe to thoſe that belceue in him. 
Mherefoꝛe, when our ſinnes doe pꝛicke 
our conſciences, and accuſe: vs befoze 
God, and doe condemne vs to euerlaſting 


death, let vs turne to the goſpel, to C hꝛiſt,

who being made accurſed foꝛ vs, hath pur⸗ 
chaſed euerlaſting benediction to vs. 


J And the people of Niniue belec- 


ued God, and proclaymed faſting, 
and 
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and arayed themſelues in ſacke- 
cloth, as well the great as the ſmall 
of them. | 


This place df the repentance of the Ni- 
niuets, is woꝛthie the remembꝛance, and 
diligentip to be noted: and it is not onelp 
knowne to the godly teachers, but alſo to 
the hypocrptes, ſacrificing Pꝛieſtes, and 
Ponkes. Foz theſe men alwapes in ſpea⸗ 
king ol repentaunce, are wont to bzing 
fozth ſtreight way the example of the Ni- 
niuets, and to exhoꝛt their Church to re⸗ 
pent by theyꝛ erample. But they choſe 
out in this place, onely thoſe things which 
make moze to the ſtabliſhing of hipocriũe, 
than to the ſetting foꝛth of true repens 
taunce, oꝛ that which the text ſapth they 
belexued in the Lozde) they couertly omit, 
and take onelp foz their purpoſe, faſfing, 
and ſackcloth , and perſwade themſelues 
that they pꝛeach true repentaunce, when 
they dꝛge the church to faſt certain dapes, 
and to go wolwarde without linnen, Foꝛ 
they thinke that by eating of bꝛead onelp, 
and by dzinking water, e by going wol- 
.. wards

warde their ſinnes are done away befoze 
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God, and that theſe are merits, fo2 the 
which God doth omitte the fault and pu- | 
niſhment of ſinne. And in the meane time 
they make no menttd of the true acknow- 
ledging of their ſinnes,ofthe true fapth in 
Chꝛiſt (fo: the which fayth alone, God is 
mercifull vnto vs) and of the true fruttes 
of fayth, and repentaunce. But this place 
contepneth a manikeſt and plaine 4 — 
of true repentaunce. TWhertoze, let vs o⸗ 
mit the dꝛeames of Ponkes, andlearne 
ont of this place true repentaunce, which 
God regardeth, and which ſaneth and dc- 
linereth vs in extrerme perils, _ 

And firſt of all, befoze we come to the 
erplication of repentance , we muſt know 
that the repentaunce is not in vaine in the 
Church, but of great foꝛce befoze God, ob⸗ 
tepning fo2 vs the true and euertaſting 
ſaluation, 

There were ſometymes cerfaine here 
tikes called Nouations, which left to the 
ſinner after he was baptiſed, and had re⸗ 
cepued once remiſſion of his ſinnes, no 
place ofrepentante, But the erroꝛ ok theſe 

men 
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men is manifeſtlp refuted, by many eut- 
dent teſtimonies of Scripture. As in the 
thirde of Hiercmie, where the Loꝛd ſpea⸗ #9975 
keth to the people thus: Commonly when 
a man putteth away his wpfe,and the guy 
eth from him, and mar peth with another, 
then the queſfton is: ſhould he reſozt vnto 


hir any moꝛe after that? Js not his fielde 


then dcefiled , and vncleane! But as fo2 
thee, thou haft plaped the harlot with ma- 
ny louers: pet turne againe to me ſapth Hiere.is. 
the Lozde, And againe he ſayth : It that 


nation repent, J will alſo rcpent. The 


Parables alſo in the. xv.or Luke teach the 
ſame thing, by the loſt ſherpe, by the loſt 
grote, by the pꝛodigall ſonne. Wherefoze 
let vs vnderſtand, that true repentaunce 
is moſt acceptable vnto God, and auaplc- 
able toſaluation, ſometimes co2pozallp,as 
appeareth here by the example of the Ni- 
nuuets, but alwapes eternallp. 

Let vs now therkoꝛe (ce what we muſt 
doe, when we haue ſinned, and foꝛ ſinne 
deſerued, moſt grieuous puniſhment, both 
tozpozall, and eternall, as the Niniuetes 
deſerued. Firſt, let vs truely repent, and

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wee ſhall obtaine not onely remiſſion of 


ſinne, but alſo releaſe of puniſhment, Jt is 
not neceſſary that we ſhould be curious oz 
muche inquiſitiue, when as this pzeſent 
place bꝛietlpe (pet notwithſtanding, both | 
godly and truelp) teacheth vs the true and 
perfite wap to repent, Foz the Scripture 
ſapth : the people of Niniue beleued in the 
Loꝛde. This is the true and certaine way 
of repentaunce to beleeue in the Koꝛde. 
The which thing being vttered and ſpo⸗ 
ken: Epicures, and contemners of true 
godlyneſſe, can ſcarce refraine laughter, 
eſterming that there is nothing moꝛe eaſie 
to be done, than to beleue in the 1 oꝛd. But 
J would not that we ſhould erre. Foz whe 
fapth in the Loꝛde, is recuired of vs, let vs 
knowe and vnderſtande that a wozke, no 
leſſe hard, heauenly, and diuine, ts requi- 
red ok vs, than was the creation of heauen 
and earth. If a man ſhould ſap vnto ther, 
make heauen and earth, thou wouideſt 
thinke that a wozke impollible, and aboue 
thy ſtrength were required of there. But 
when it is ſapde : beleeue in the Loꝛde, 3 
thingnoleſſe impoſſible is required of — 
. than 
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then the creation of heauen and carth, 


Impoſſible I mcane it is to flcthe # bloud, 


but not impoſſible to the ſpirite, and ſpiri⸗ 
tuall foꝛce. The which thing to explicate, 
let vs take the example of the N iniuetes. 
Fo2 where as it is ſapde, that thep belce- 
ued in the Loꝛde, it is ment that they belæ⸗ 
ued the ſermon which ro As mave at the 
commaundement of the Loꝛde, that it was 
the true, diuine, and heauenlp voyte of 
God. But how hard a thing it was to be⸗ 
leeue this, many thinges doe declare. Foz 
firſt of all, if we haue reſpect to the perſon 
of z on As, although he were counted a 
great Pꝛophete among the Iſraelites: yet 
notwithſtanding, he was not of ſo great 
authoꝛitie among the Niniuetes, whiche 
were vncircumciſed Gentiles. It is mar⸗ 
uell therefo:e that they ſapde not, what 
haue we to do with that Jew, that ſtraun⸗

woꝛde, as the woꝛde of God. Wherefoze, 

it is manileſt that they were ſrirred vp to 


heauenly foꝛce, euen by the ſpirit of God. 
Further moꝛe, if we marke the tert well, 

when it ſapth: They beleened in the Lo2d, | 
it ſhall eaſlp appeare that fapth is not a 
humane wozke, but a diuine woꝛke. Foz 
to belceue in the Loꝛde compꝛehendeth 
the things. x The ũrſt is, to beleeve 5 
the lawe of God is true, when it repꝛoueth 
vs of ſinne, and condemneth vs foꝛ ſinne, 


and pꝛonounceth vs to be guiltie of all, as

mendation. Foz he was not adoꝛned and 
bewtfified onely with kingly vertues, but

But the godly king of the Nin iuetes, 
ſuſpeced no ſuch thing in x: 0 a 5s, but 
recepueth him asa true Pꝛophete of the 
Loꝛde, and acknowledgeth his ſermon foz 
the wozde of God, Fo2 we map not thinke 
that this king was ſo ſimple, ſo raſhe, oꝛ ſo 
madde, that he would vnaduiſedly belceue 
the woꝛdes of this P2ophet, And although 
in hearing Sermons , we mult ſpectally 
note, not who ſpeaketh, but what is ſpo⸗ 
ken: pet notwithſtanding, in great mat- 
ters, and thinges pertapning to ſaluation, 
we muſt not raſhelp credit euerp ſtraun⸗ 
ger, which pꝛeacheth newe thinges with⸗ 
out certaine and manifeſt teſtimonies.

ſinne, This was great impietie and ab- 
hominable. But kinges and pztnces are 
here taught, when G O D reuealeth his 
wꝛath againſt ſinne, not to think that they 
by the pꝛiuiledge of their maleſtie, are iuſt 
befoꝛe God, and that the rude and raſcall 
ſozt , are onely wicked and vniuſt befoze 


him: no, rather, they are taught to thinke

taunce. Nepthcr doth he ſit in his thꝛono, 
92 chapꝛe of eſtate, wꝛought with ſilkec, 
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whom euer one is partaker, accoꝛding to

ked wape. And this is true repentaunce, 
which is alwapes required ol vs.

02 pꝛoclamation ofthe king, this is alſo ad- 
ded, M ho can tell, whether God will 
turne, and repent, and ceaſe from hys 


fierce wꝛath that we periſhe not. M hat 


hall we ſaye to this? Doth the king doubt 
ofthe mercie of God, and of the remiſſion

By the Goſpel 
of Chꝛiſt the remiſſion of fault ts moſt cer⸗ 
tain, and the remiſſion of puniſhment alſo, 
Foz Chꝛiſt was pꝛomiſed vnto the elders, 
t offered vnto vs, to take awapour ſinne,x 
to deliuer vs from the eternall toꝛment of 
hell fire, Mhertoꝛe we muſt neuer doubt 


repꝛoueth Chꝛiſt and his Golpell of a lpe. 
But beſide the fault and eternal puniſhs 
ment, the lawe of God thꝛeateneth to ſin⸗ 
ners, tempoꝛall and externe puniſhment 
alſo. As in this place, the N iniuets had de⸗ 


ment, but the Pꝛophete thꝛeatneth vnto 
them alſo, externall and wozldlpe puniſh⸗ 
ment which ſhould happen vnto them, and 
to their Citie within foztie dayes after. 
Neyther doth he adde the pꝛomiſe of the 
remiſſion of this externall puniſhment, if 
fo be they ſhould be conuerted. Wherefoze, 
the king although he could certainly deter⸗ 
mine and appoint, that it they did certain⸗ 
ly repent, their ſinnes ould 1 beremitted, 
aud they delivered from eternall puniſhs 
ment:

come to paſle, that by the mere, fre, and

3 Laſt of 
All, thep turned euerie one from their wic⸗ 
ked wayes to god!oneſſe and vertue, to te⸗ 
ſtiſie their fayiy and obedience towardes 
the ſeede of Abraham, God therefoze re- 
ſpecteth their wozks, not foz their merits, 
but fo the ſcede of Abraham which was: 
Chꝛiſt, whome they acknowledged by 
faith to be their only Sauiour & redemer. 
And in this place we haue an excellent 
example, of howe great efficacte and pꝛo⸗ 
fite,true repentance is. Pan men thinke 
and derme, that all thinges are done and 
come to paſſe by fatall deſtinie, that is, by 
a certaine neceſlitie, and immutable oꝛder 
of thinges . And therefoze they count it 
daine, to ſeeke meanes to auoide daungers 
to come, and to call vppon God to tourne 
away ſuch daungers as are at hande.

Foz we ſpeake not of coꝛrupt oz vicious 
affections, as of pꝛide, of enuie, ot toue⸗ 
tonfneſſe , of crueltie, of deſiring other 
mens gods, oꝛ ſuch like, which are ines, 
the authoꝛ wherof is Sathan, and not god. 
But we ſpeake of the affections-of men, 
which God by nature hath ingratked in 
bs, Df the which affections, one is, to be 
ſdꝛie if any thing pꝛaoſitable pꝛoſper not, 
but periſhe: as in this place, 10, ig 
ſoꝛy oe the Uine, (a thing very pꝛolitable 
fort him)ſhouldfs fodenly periſhe, m al- 
ugh this affection was net in 1 0 x'ats 
without linne: pet notwithſtanding, the al⸗ 
fruton of it felfe was not ſine; So the dif 
riple of Elizeus was ſoꝛp, bitauſe his Axe 
being a thing p2ofitable to cut wode, fell 
(tothe watt. This affection'ts natur all, 
not ſpꝛo ng vp in dur fleſh by charince, but 
the! wievotie dit ſetret cauncelt ot god 
ed e ingratked in vs. VUhat then doe 
Wee bythts e Surely by this ſenũble 
Alkection in vs we learne and are admoni⸗ 
Hed of the inſenũble and inuilible atkection 
of God towarde vs. Foz if we greatly ſo⸗ 
rowe fo; things loſt and deſtroyed, _—

we notwithſtanding — created noz. 
made, let vs vnderſtande and knowe that 
the Loꝛde doth much moze ſoꝛrow foz men 
which he hath created, and foz whole ſal⸗ 
uation he hath ſent his onelp begotten 
ſonne into the woꝛlde to ſuffer death. 

M herevpon by the mouth of the Pꝛo⸗ 
phete, he ſweareth, ſaping, J liue, and 
will not the death of a ſinner, but rather 
that he turne from his wickedneſſe, and 
liue. So in the nine and foztie Chapter of 
Eſay, he teacheth vs to knowe the affcdt- 
on and lone which he beareth towards vs 
by the affection of a mother towardes hir 


che, ſaying ; Can the mother foꝛget hir 


childe that ſhe bare, and not pitie the ſonne 
of hir owne fleſhe -2 And though ſhe dos 


knowne by the - affection. of a father tor 
wards his ſonne in the.xj.Chapter of ſain} 


Lube, ſaying : Which of pon being a fa⸗ 


ther, ol whom if the fone ſhal aſke bꝛead, 
will giue him a ſtone? It ye then being 
enill can giue god thinges vnto pour chil⸗ 


dzen, how much moze ſhall pour father of 
beanen 
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pon thei 1 Chapter. 79 


heauen giue the holpe ſpirite to thoſe that 
deſire it of him. So lyke wiſe in the fiftene 


of Luke, by the Parable of the houſholder Lag. s. 


which ſoꝛowed fo2 the loſſe of his ſhape, 
and by the Parable of the loſt groate, is 
ſet foꝛth vnto vs the exceeding loue of God 
towardes loſt men, that is, towardes ſins 
ners, that they might be bꝛought to re⸗ 
pentance and ſaluation. M herefoꝛe our 
affectons are oꝛdeined of Cod to be dome⸗ 
fficall pꝛeachers vnto vs, and to teach vs 
how God is affectioned towardes vs, and 
to make vs file the affections of God, 
which otherwiſe are inſenſible, and inui⸗ 
ſible. 

Furthermoze, when as it is ſapde that 
God ſpared, and had compaſſion vpon the 
Citie of N iniue fo: ſo many thouſands ot 
men, which knewe not their right hande 
from their left, there are diners expoſiti⸗ 
ons, Dome expounde thoſe that knewe not 
their right hande from their left, to be in⸗ 
fantes and childꝛen: Otherſome thereby 
vnderſfande the common and ſimple ſoꝛt 
of people. But the firſt opinion is beſt 
allowed , namelye , that they were

een, as on Gn come to age 'of difcre- 
tion. Notwithſtanding we muſt not think 
that God ſpared choſe inkants and childꝛen 
fo: their innocencie: (foꝛ although chil- 
dꝛen and infants be innocents befoze men: 
pet they are not innocents bofoꝛe god, bi⸗ 
cauſe they are concepued and boꝛne in 
ſinne.) But he ſpared them fo2 two cau⸗ 
les. The firſt is, bicauſe he is gentle and 
mercifull. It is neyther (ſayth S. Paule) 
in the willer noꝛ in the runner, but in the 
mercie of god. Moſes alſo eryed and ſapd, 
Lode, Lowe God, mercifull, and gra⸗ 
rions, long ſuffering , and abundaunt in 
dneſſe and truth, and keeping mercy in 
ze foꝛ thouſandes , foꝛgiuing wicked⸗ 
neſſe, vngodlpneſſe, and ſinne, and not 
leauung one innocent, viſiting the wic⸗ 
kepnetke of fathers vpon the childꝛen. ic. 
The ſecond cauſe why God ſpared the 
Innocents was, foꝛ that the auncient men 


bk the Citie (though not all, yet the grea⸗ 


teſt part) repented at the pꝛeaching of 1 0- 
NAS. God therefoze ſpared the Infants, 


fo: the elders ſake which repented: As ap⸗ 


peareth by that which he lapth in another 
place 
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place thus: She wing mercie vnto thous 


landes in them that loue me, and kerpe my Exo. 20. 


comaundements, Foz as God was wont 
to deftrop childꝛen and Inkantes, foz the 
wickedneſſe of their foꝛefathers (as appea⸗ 
reth in the time of the flode, in the deſtruc⸗ 
tion of Sodome, and in the ouerthzowing 


of the Amalekyts) So he was wont ta 1. Kings. 1j. 


ſpare, bleſſe, and pꝛeſerue Infants fo2 the 
godlpneſſe of their foꝛefathers and elders, 
WM herefoꝛe if Parentes wilhe well vnto 
their childꝛen, and woulde beſtowe great 
benifits vpon their childꝛen, they ſhall not 
neede to ſcrape great aboundaunce of ry 
thes togither, foꝛ God will bleſſe and pꝛo⸗ 
nide foꝛ them, if ſo be that Parents them 
(clues line godly , and bertuoully in their 
vocation. _. 

3 Lal ot all wheras he addeth , Beſide 
much cattell: Me map not thinke that 
it is ſpoken, as though God ſpared ſuch a 
Citie foꝛ the bzute beaſtes ſake, and that 
he ſo much regarded them. It cannot bee 
denped, but that God after a certaine ma⸗ 
ner bath a care oner beaſtes and cattell:

ſayde,Jnthe 3 day thou ſhalt doe no 
maner of wozke, nepther thou, noꝛ thy 
ſonne,noz thy daughter (and in the ende he 
addeth) neyther thy cattell that is within 
thy gates. And in the hundꝛed and fourth 
Palme, it ts ſaid, he bꝛingeth fozth graſle 
fo: the cattell. Yet noi withſtanding, God 
ſpareth not men foꝛ the catties ſake, but 
he ſpareth the cattell foz the mens ſake. As 
we map read, that the beaſts of the earth 
are deſtroyed loꝛ the ſinnes of men, as in 
the flode, in Sodome, in Amelecke: 0 
alſo we may reade that beaſfes were and 
are pꝛeſerued fo2 the godlineſſe of men, as 
in the. xxviij. Chapter of Deutronomy. 
Ik thou ſhalt — vnto the voyce of the 
Loꝛde thy God. Bleſſed ſhalt thou be in 
the towne, and bleſſed in the ſieldes: blefs 


fruite of thy ground, and the fruite of thy 
cattell, the increaſe of thine oxen, and the 
flockes of thy ſheepe.4c. Mheretoꝛe who- 
ſocuer thou be, that wilt haue thy catteil, 
thy godes, and ſubſfance pꝛeſerued, bleſ⸗ 
ſed, and fncreaſed., thou ſhalt not nerde to 
ble ſoꝛceries, noꝛ 2 7 ou 
a

that thou thy ſelfe be godly, and that thou 
perſeuer in thy calling, ſo ſhalt thou bee 
ſure and ſafe in the lande: ſo ſhall God 
bleſſe thee and thy poſteritie fo euer. 
This we haue paſſed oner the Piſfozte 
of ro x a s, in the which there are many 
things to be obſerued and noted, but ſpeci⸗ 
allp theſe. Firſt in 10 x as, we haue an 
example of the inſtrmitie and weakeneſſe 
of all men, and enen of thoſe which are 
the holpeſt, and the ſaintes of God, foꝛ we 
x the diſobedience of r 0x As, his terrozs, 
and keares in the Whales bellp, his indig⸗ 
nation alſo and griefe at the repentaunce 
of the Niniuets. But notwithſfanding, 
bicauſe he obeyed the calling ofthe Loꝛde, 
and perſenered in the ſame, he is miracu⸗ 
loully ſaued, andpꝛeſerued. 

Laſt of all, we haue an example of re- 
pentaunce in the Niniuets: bythe which 
we are admoniſhed that although we grie⸗ 
uoully offend the diuine mateſtte of God, 
whereby we deſerue euerlaſting deſtruai⸗ 
on. Yet notwithſtanding, we ought not to 
dilpaire ofonr ſaluation,but rather repent 
vs truely, and vnfapnedly of our ſinnes.
